Judge Johnson took his seat just as 
the jury was escorted into the room. 
There wee absolute silence. When the

The anti-gambiing bill will be in- 
truduced in Senate and Assembly to- 
morrow, with the first bills of the 
session, and their supporters are de-

The new bill will follow closely that 
atlopted in New York.

BUILDING» 
FOR HOSPITAL. 


IMPROVED HOME FOR COUNTY'S 
SICK AND INJURED. 


Three Perfectly-Equipped and 
Costly Structures Willi Replace 
Shacks, Often Condemned—One of 
Group to Be Exclusively Devoted | 
to Care of Tubercular Patients. . 


< 


The County Hospital is to be en- 
larged by the erection of three bulild- 
ings. The frame shacks, which have 
been condemned a number of times 
in the past ten years, will be torn 
down, and Los Angeles county will 
have one of the most perfectly 
equipped and modern hospitals in the 
West. ‘The appropriation for the 
buildings was made in the tax levy 
of last July. Their cost will be ap- 
proximately $180,000. 

The. chief of the new structures wil! 
be the administrat.on building. It 
will be placed on the site of the pres- 
ent administration building. This will 
be moved bodily to make room. It 
will, however, continue to be used 
urtil the new building ts ready. 

The offices of the new hospital! will 
be located on the first floor. In the 
rear of these, a small emergency op- 
erating room will equipped to -care 
for hurry cases. The pharmacy, lab- 
oratory and library will also find 
space on the first floor. 
story will be devoted to dormitors 
purposes for the internes and the resi- 
dent physician. In the basement, a 
larwe ward will be fitted out for the 
care of the transient patients. 

The second or medica! bulliding will 
be bullit to one side and ¢o the rear 
of the administration building. It wil! 
have sufficient space to ca for fifty- 
two medical and ten obstetrical pa- 
tients. Here indigent woren will be 
cared for. The lying-in ward will be 
specially fitted out for its, particular 
needs, and, outside of furnishings. will 
be complete to the slightest detail. 
The basement may be used as a tran- 
sient ward in case of need, 

Only tubercular patients will be 
eared for in the third, building of the 
group. The veranda of this building 


wjll be large. and all of the rooms 
will have ample ventilation to carry 
out the idea of oven-air treatment. 


There will be sufficient ro@m to care 
for 120 patients inside, and, if desired, 
from thirty to fifty more can be made 
comfortable by using the porches 

All of the buildings will be two and 
a half stories in height, having a 
basement with windows above ground, 
and a large attic, which may be fitted 
up for some special purposes. All 
buildings will be absolutely fireproof, 
having a brick exterior and cermment in- 
terior. Vitreous brick if to be used. 
The floors will be cement, with plank 
covering to ward off the chill.

The Mothers’ Congress will rejoice 
in the thought of this conference, for 
several of its dearly-cherished desires 
for the children of the country will be 
brought up for consideration. 

The first subject slated for discus- 
sion was first suggested and urged by 
a prominent Pasadena woman. Mrs. 
Elizabeth Boynton Harbert. This is. 
“Should there be established in one of 
the Federal departments a national 
children’s bureau, one whose object 
shall be the collection and dissemina- 
tion of accurate information in regard 
to child-caring work and in regard to 
the needs of the children throughout 
the United States?” 

There are nine questions to be 
brought before the members of the 
conference. They are as follows: 

No. 2. “Should the State inspect the 
work of all child-caring agencies, in- 
cluding both institutions and home- 
finding societies? 

No. % “Should the approval of the 
State Board of Charities (or other body 
exercising similar powers) be neces- 
sary to the incorporation of all child- 
caring agencies, and to the amendment 
of the charter of an existing benevo- 
lent corporation, if it is to include 
child-caring work; and should the care 
of children by other than incorporated 
agencies be forbidden? 

No. 4 “Should children of parents 
of worthy character, but suffering from 
temporary misfortune, and the chil- 
dren of widows of worthy character 
and reasonable efficiency, be kept with 
their parents—ald being given to the 
perents to enable them to maintain 
suitable homes for the rearing of the 
children? Shoujd the breaking up of 
the home be permitted for reasons of 
poverty or only for the reasons of 
inefficiency or tmmorality?

No. &. “Should children normal in 
mind and body ,and not requiring spe- 
celal training, who must be removed 
from their own homes, be cared for in 
families, wherever practicable, 
than tn institutions?

Fresno Surgeons Operate on Brain of 
Boy Who Attempted to Pass Bad 
Check on Shopman.

FRESNO, Jan. 6.—Believing that 
their 15-year-old boy. who recently, 
when arrested, confessed to attempt- 
ing to pass a bad check on a local dry 
goods firm, wes not in a normal state 
of mind when he committed the crime, 
Mr. and Mrs. John ©. Haycraft have 
just had an operation performed on the 
lad’s brain. The surgeons found a de- 
pression which, was raised, and now 
believe the lad will not experience the 
abnormal! desire to commit crime. The 
operation was performed at the Craven 
Sanatorium in this city, by Drs. W. 
W. Cross, IL. B. Hines and A. B. Cowan. 

About three weeks ago, Burk Hay- 
craft, the boy, was arrested for ut- 
tering a bad check. He readily ad- 
mitted the act, but could not explain 
why he did it. Incidentally he has been 
mixed up in several pptty crimes dur- 
ing the last twelve months, apd al- 
though caught several times, he ap- 
parently hes never been able to tel! 
why he acted in such a manner. 

After his arrest it had been prac- 
tically decided to send the lad t» a 
reform school, but the parents, who 
ace thernoeeives, well known and r.uch 
respected residents, «lecided to have 
the boy's brain examined.
